After capturing of the second line of the German position .along 


a six mile front south of the Somme in Northern France and mak- 
ing notable advances north of the stream, the French last night 
temporarily halted the offensive operations of their infantry. 


Hard fighting along the line of the British attack and slight 


advance was scored in the vicinity of Thiepoal, by Gen. Haig's 
troops. 


The French rush to the south of the river now threatens Bar- 


leux and Villers-Carbonnell, crucial positions in the 
German de- 


fense of the railway center at Peronne. 


On the other bank of the river the French are striking east of 


the village of Hem which they captured yesterday. 
Local engage- 


ments are reported in this region, wooded districts changing hands 
hut no substantial change has been reported on either sdie.

MAY KEEP LIQUOR 


Seattle, Wash-, July 6.— City 


and County officials here are in 
somewhat of a quandary today as 
o the event of their authority un- 
der the state wide prohibition law 
in view of a state supreme court 
decision in which it is held it is 
not illegal for a person to pos- 
sess for personal use any amount 
of liquor, providing it was obtain- 
ed in a legal manner. The court's 
ruling ordered the dismissal of 
charges against AV. E. Boeing, ac- 
cused of having more than the le- 
gal amount of liquor in his pos- 
session and orders the return to 


him of several thousand dollars 
worth of liquor seized at his home. 


The decision held that the pro- 


vision of the prohibition law lim- 
iting the amount of liquor in a 
persons posession to two quarts of 
whiskey and 
twelve 
quarts of 


beer, applied only to cases where 
the liquor was kept for the pur- 
pose of sale. 


A dissenting opinion held that 


the decision virtually annulled 
the prohibition law and would 
make it impossible to secure con- 
victions of persons keeping liquor 
with illegal intent.

NEWSPAPER BUSINESS 


. 
Charles It. Palmer, who is recognized as one of the foremost 


newspaper experts .of the country, .delivered an address before the 
New York State Press Editorial Association the other day in the 
course of which he referred to the-growing tendency to consolida- 
tion in the newspaper business and the consequent lessening of the 
number of newspapers. His statement will be found of interest. 
He said, in part : 


"In looking over the list of your members, I see that in sev- 


eral of the towns that you. represent you have too many newspa- 
pers. That is true of all sections of the country also and here as 
.elsewhere the number must be decreased as time goes on. As the 
strong thrive the weak must wither. It takes quite a large • town 
to afford business enough to make two newspapers profitable. Look 
the state over and see how few towns of medium size have more 
than one newspaper that is making real money, and thus demon- 
strating the right to permanent existence.
